The following account of the course of the 
expedition aftc# leaving Richmond fa ot 
interest: At night the command went into 
camp at a place six mile? from Riehmoii, 
and two miles from thc Chickahominy.

The 
men, though token entirely by surprise, 
seized their carbines, aad, under Col. Lit th- 
field, supported by the 1st Vermont, Col. 
Preston, haadsomeiy repulsed the enemy. 
Several men were wounded, and Col. Litch- 
field, w ho fa missing, is, it is feared, aiso 
wounded. 

General Kilpatrick decided to move aerms 
tbe 'White House Railroad and down the Pe- 
ninsula. During the day, Captain Mitchell, 
of 2d New York, with the bulk of Dahlgren’s 
cavalry rejoined the main column. Tho ene- 
my all day Tuesday and Tuesday night and 
Wednesday and Wednesday night harassed 
the command. Skirmishing wr 3 almost con- 
stantly going on in different directions. Oa 
Wednesday morning about nine o’clock a 
large force of cavalry came upon the rear of 
the column. General Kilpatrick was not un- 
prepared for this, and decided to give them 
buttle. The 1st Vermont, under Lieiitenaut- 
Cclonel Preston, ably assisted by Captains 
Grant and Cummings, and the 1st Maine bore 
tfce brunt of this light, which lasted some- 
thing over an hour, while the Gih Michigan 
and other regiments of GeD. Davis’s brigade 
were in position to render whatever assistance 
might he necessary. Only one charge wa?
